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RELIGIOUS JURIDICAL PERSONS LAW TO BE REVISED 


At the request of the Minister of Education the Religious 
Juridical Persons Advisory Council has appointed a sub-committee to 
study the Religious Juridical Persons Law and bring in recommendations 
for its amendment. In this connection the Reverend Iwao Niwa, General 
Secretary of the United Church of Christ in Japan, is quoted by the 
Christian Press (October 7, 1956) as saying in substance, "Control over 
religion cannot be avoided. Under the current Law any religion is: 
permitted to incorporate regardless of the content of its faith. 

Even a new religion can be regarded as on the same level as 
Christianity."
